ture)--The cotton market during tho 
period August 22nd and 28th witnesses 
rather narrow price fluctuations with 
quotations 
August 
28th 
about 40 


points higher than 'those August 21st. 


Continued indifference on the part 


of buyers of raw cotton prevailed 
with transactions largely confined to 
small lots of cotton for filling in pur- 
poses. Demand and inquiries for de- 
ferred shipments were said to be com- 
paratively few. 


The movement of new crop cotton 


continues light and according to the 
Bureau of the 
Census there were 


ginned prior to August 16th 90,414 
bales, compartd with 573,000 bales for 
the same period last year and 305,000 
for the year before. 


According to the Weather Bureau 


the week ending August 25th was 
generally cool in the cotton belt and 
in general the weather was unfavor- 
able for the cotton crop though not 
markedly so for the belt as a whole. 


Average price of middling 7-8 inch 


cotton on the ten markets August 28th 
was 6.44 cents compared with 6.02 cents 
August 21st, and 10.44 for the corres- 
ponding day 
last season. Reported 


sales for the week in the ten markets 
amounted to 44,489 bales, compared 
with 134.878 for the same week a 
year ago. 


Exports from August 1st to August 


28th amounted to about 150,000 bales, 
compared with about 270,00 bales for 
the like period last season. Exports 
so far this season to Japan and China 
are considerably in excess of those 
for a year ago.

Scaffolding Crashes With Companion, Leaving 63- 


Year-OId Steeple-Jack Clinging to 10-Inch Ledge 
on Smdke-Stack 150 Feet in Air—Lines Thrown 


Across Tower Rescue Him 2 Hours Later 


ROCHESTER, N. Y.—(/P)—Nerves of 


steel and a stout heart kept- James 
Kemp, 03-year-old steeple-jack, cling- 
ing to n precarious foothold on a 10- 
inch' ledge at the top of a 150-foot 
chimney Monday until he was reach- 
ed after two hours by rescuers. 


Kemp was left up there when his

Gondolfo dl Primo 


plunged to death in the wreckage of 
a scaffolding on which the men were 
working at the top of the stack . 


The scaffolding broke, but Kemp 


caught hold of the ledge in falling. 


There he hung, while firemen and a 


great crowd below were helpless to aid 
him. 
The fire In the factory boilers 


belching from the chimney," prevented 
a rscue in that direction. Ladders 
would not come within scores of feet 
of the high place where Kemp hung. 


Finally, a rope.was shot over the 


top of the chimney stack, and Kemp 
reached it; being able to tower him- 
self to the ground.

of the men from an attic window.

urday, Hunter Greer, 26, was believ- 
ed fighting a losing battle for his life 
in a hospital here Sunday night. 


Felled by the blow which physicians 


said fractured his skull, Greer was 
rushed to the hospital here where an 
operation was performed. Attendants 
»t the hospital were holding little hope 
for his recovery. 


Butler wns arrested shortly after the 


fight and brought to the Sevier coun- 
ty jail here. He was later removed 
to another jail in an unknown county, 
however, when Sheriff Jim Sutton ex- 
pressed fear of mob violence. 


The altercation which resulted in 


Greer's injury occurred on one of the 
main streets of Horatio, Greer being 
struck with the rock as he attempted 
to separate the two men who were 
engaged in a fist fight which was said 
to have been the culmination of an 
argument over five bushels of toma- 
toes.

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Highway Audit To 


BeginThisWeek 


Contract Let to A. M. Pul- 


len & Co., Virginia Firm 


of Accountants 


LITTLE ROCK.—A. M. Pullen & 


Co., of Richmon, Va., accounting firm 
which has audited the highway de- 
partments of North Carolina and oth- 
er states, will audit the Arkansas 
Highway Department beginning this 
week or next, under the terms of a 
contract announced over the week-end 
by the Highway Audit Commission. 


The audit will be paid for on a per 


diem basis, tha chief accountant re- 
ceiving 535 a day for each working 
day of eight hours devoted to super- 
vising the audit, with senior account- 
ants receiving $25 aday and junior 
accountants $15 a day. 


The contract provides that the audit 


shall be made in five divisions, as fol- 
lows: 
First division, from January 1, 1927, 


to February 4, 1927, the date the Mar- 
tineau highway law became effective. 


Second division, from February 4, 


1927, to February 28, 1929. 


Third division, from March 1, 1929, 


to February 28, 1931. 


Fourth division, from March 1, 1931, 


to February 28, 1932. 


Fifth division, from March 1, 1932, 


to February 28, 1933. 


The second and third divisions each 


cover two fiscal years of the depart- 
ment, the fiscal period having been 
changed by the Martineau law to be- 
gin March 1 instead of July 1. 
The 


fourth and fifth divisions will cover 
one fiscal year each. The first divis- 
ion covers the period from the time 
Dwight H. Blackwood assumed office 
as highway commissioner to the time 
the department was organized by the 
Martineau Jaw. 


Chief Accountant Named 


C. S. Colston, vice president of Pul- 


len & Co., represented the firm in 
negotiations with the commission. He 
said J. A. Rennie of Richmond will be 
chief accountant in charge of the audit 
and that from 15 to 20 accountants 
will be placed on the job. 


He said Mr. Rennie will come to 


Little Rock immediately to make a 
preliminary survey and that auditing 
work will be started within 10 days. 
He said the work will be expedited as 
much as possible and that as many 
men will be employed as can be used 
to advantage. The commission mas 
require that the riunb.er of men be

"That's all wrong about my starv- 
ng them," he says, referring to the 
coroner's statement that food had not

"Late that night I did it.

Mrs. Eicher first, then the two young- 
er kids. There was no fight." 


Next came the killing of the other 


woman, although the authorities here 
believe-this killig did not take place 
that night. And last of all, 12-year-old 
Harry whose feeble fighting brought 
down on him two hours with the 
monkey wrench. Harry had to be car- 
ried upstairs. That accounts for the 
jlood trickling down;7then he was 
carried downstairs to the cot which is 
so clotted with blood. 


"Sure I stayed with the bodies a 


while. Then went out ,and buried 
them." 


Motives Suspected 


This calm recital, together with hte 


whole twisted pattern of his activities 
with women, led police to believe that 
his motive' was something far more 
sinister than money. The bodies are in 
too great a -state of decomposition for 
the coroner to determine whether or 
not they had been mistreated either 
berore or after death. But the bodies 
of the three children and of Mrs. 
Lemke were full yclothed when dug 
up out of their rotted burlap bags. 
The body of Mrs. Eicher was clothed 
only in a thin underslip. 


Any remnant of soggy burlap found 


around the murder-garage caused ex- 
citement this Sabbath day among the 
thousands of curious who carried their 
babies and helped their grandmothers 
through the mud to see "those terrible 
rooms, where he ought to be locked 
up and just tortured and starved to 
death." 


Outside the garage a gang of prison- 


ers was digging in the chance of find- 
ing new victims. They disappointed 
the crowd, however, for late Sunday 
afternoon Sheriff Wilford B. Grimm 
called off the digging, convinced that 
no mor ebodies were beneath 
the 


slimy depths.

It Investigated and reported 
on a dozen or more aspects of ob- 
servance;, enforcement and the gen- 
eral administration oftjustlce. And 
It found more things rotten than 
were ever discovered In Denmark.
